THE YEAR 1902 WAS A MOMENTOUS ONE. 
IT WITNESSED THE AWESOME ERUPTION OF 
Mr, PELEE wiITH A LOSS oF 30,000 LIVES. 
Atso Treppy ROOSEVELT VAULTED TO FAME 
WHEN HE SETTLED THE STRIKE OF 145,000 
ANTHRACITE MINERS, IT WAS THE YEAR 
THAT THE FIRST RADIO MESSAGE WAS SENT, 
BUT THE LATTER DID NOT CARRY THE NEWS 
OF THE BIRTH OF RotanD L. MareER, IN 
FACT, THERE WAS VERY LITTLE EXCITEMENT 
: EVEN IN HIS OWN FAMILY WHEN, ON APRIL 
157TH, HE BECAME THE NINTH OF TEN CHILD- 
REN BORN TO THE GEORGE MaIERS oF SCHEN- 
EcTaDy, N.Y. 


AT AN EARLY AGE HE SHOWED AMBITION 
TO MAKE MONEY AN WORKED AS A CLERK IN A 
GROCERY STORE WHEN NOT ATTENDING THE 
LINCOLN GRADE SCHOOL OR THE SCHENECTADY 
Hrex. He ALSO WORKED A VERY SHORT TIME 
AS A LABORER AT THE GENERAL ELECTRIC PLANT BUT GOT FIRED FOR ALMOST GETT- 
ING HIT BY A HEAVY CRANE. 


SOON A DECISION HAD TO BE MADE FOR THE FUTURE OF YoUNG ROLLIE, AND 
SINCE ALL THE MALE MEMBERS OF HIS FAMILY WERE ENGINEERS OR DENTISTS, HIS 
MOTHER DECIDED HE SHOULD BE A LUTHERAN MINISTER. HOWEVER, THE OLD FAMILY 
DOCTOR CONVINCED THE YOUNG MAN AND THE MAIER FAMILY THAT HE SHOULD STUDY 
MEDICINE AND HE ENROLLED AS A PRE-MED FRESHMAN AT OORNELL UNIVERSITY. 
HERE, AS AN ATHLETE, HE EXCELLED AS A DISTANCE RUNNER AND WAS 4 MEMBER OF 
THE VARSITY BASKETBALL TEAM. ONE WAY OF MEETING SCHOOL EXPENSES WAS BY 
PLAYING SEMI-PRO BASKETBALL UNDER AN ASSUMED NAME, THE USUAL HONORARIUM 
pEING $25.00 «a Game. HIS MOST EMBARRASSING MOMENT OCCURRED WHILE PLAYING 
as "Raupx Murray, Lert ForwarD" IN 4 DISTANT TOWN WHEN THE REFEREE TURNED 
OUT TO BE HIS OWN COLLEGE BASKETBALL COACH. HOWEVER, THE EPISODE WAS 
NEFER MENTIONED SINCE IT SEEMS THE COACH HAD BET A FEW DOLLARS ON THE 
OUTCOME OF THE GAME WHICH ROLLIE AND HIS TEAM-MATES MANAGED TO WIN (WITH 
THE HELP OF THE OFFICIATING, NO DOUBT). 
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In 1926 CAME GRADUATION FROM MEDICAL COLLEGE, roLLOWED BY A TWO 
YEAR INTERNE-SHIP ON THE FourtH SurcrcaL Division or BenLEvuvE HOSPITAL. 
STILL WITH AN EYE FOR A QUICK BUCK, HE WAS CAUGHT SELLING HIS BLOOD BY 
HIS VISITING PHYSICIAN AND ALMOST EXPELLED. THIS WAS A FAVORITE MEANS 
OF RAISING MONEY AMONG THE INTERNES IN THOSE DAYS, SINCE THEY RECEIVED 
NO PAY AT ALL FROM THE HOSPITAL. 


In 1929 HE STARTED AT SPECIAL SURGERY, (THEN KNOWN AS THE HOSPITAL 
FOR THE RUPTURED AND CRIPPLED) WORKING on Dr. Burprck's SERVICE. HE 
BECAME INTERESTED IN THE REPAIR OF HERNIAS IN 1926 WHILE STILL A MED=- 
ICAL STUDENT AND DID OVER A HUNDRED OPERATIONS BEFORE HE GRADUATED. 
SINCE THAT TIME WHILE SERVING ON THE STAFFS OF BELLEVUE, SPECIAL SURGERY 
AND OTHER HOSPITALS HE HAS DONE BETWEEN 10 anpd 15 THOUSAND HERNIA OPER- 
ATIONS (THIS TOOK a Lor or "curs", says RouLie.) 


REFORE OUR ENTRANCE INTO WoRLD WaR II HE BECAME INTERESTED IN THE 
BrirrsH MERCHANT SEAMANS' RELIEF AND ATTENDED MANY OF THEIR TEA PARTIES, 
WHERE HE WAS SOON KNOWN as "LorD MareER”, HE TREATED MANY BRITISH SAILORS 
IN PORT AT THE HOTEL ALGONQUIN AND IT WAS HERE THAT HE GOT HIS URGE TO 
TRAVEL. SINCE 1939 HE HAS MADE OVER 20 VOYAGES TO EUROPE AND ALSO NorTH 
AFRICA. HE LIKES ENGLAND THE BEST, AND FRANCE THE LEAST--THE LATTER BE- 
CAUSE OF HAVING TO PAY $28.00 FOR A BOTTLE OF WHISKEY WHILE IN PARIS. 
ONCE WHILE VISITING THE CASBAH HE WAS ROBBED OF HIS GLASSES BY A PICK- 
POCKET, BUT HE BROKE EVEN ON THE TRIP BY SIGNING UP THE GUIDE FOR A 
BILATERAL HERNIAL REPAIR. JET, IN ALL HIS WORLD TRAVELS, HE HAS NEVER 
BEEN TO WasHrncTon, D.C, 


In 1940 HE MARRIED JEAN CAMPBELL, A MUSIC MAJOR GRADUATE OF VASSAR, 
AND THEY HAVE A DAUGHTER, JEAN JR., AGED 9, WHO ALREADY INHERITS HER 
MOTHER'S MUSICAL TALENTS. AT PRESENT SHE IS A STUDENT AT THE BREARLEY 
ScHoOoL. INCIDENTALLY, THE WORTHY DOCTOR IS ALSO AN ACCOMPLISHED PIANIST.
